BILTXH DEBATE IK THAT UOVBM.

Araantsata JTor atia Afataat ike Bmpeailaa
fftllvsr Calaace.

"Washington, March 97, The debate on
the silver aueatlon was opened In the House

y by Mr. Oulborson (Dem.. Texas), who
announced himself In favor of fair play and fair
doallng with silver. Ho was a frlond ot silver,
and In favor ot placing It on the same piano
with gold In regard to coinage and making It
a full, unqualified debt-payin- g power. There
was no greater legislative folly than to require
the Government to coin 12,000,000 In silver
dollars each month It tho Treasury Depart-
ment were permitted to look them up In the
vaults ot the Government and refuso to pay
them out on obligations ot the Government.
Mr. Culberson said that'll the recommenda-
tions ot the President and the Becrotary of
the Troasury on this subjoot be adopted,
gold would be the only debt paying money, and
national bank notes the only currenoy. This
would be a repudiation ot the policy of the De-
mocracy, and a oomplete acceptance ot the
financial polloy ot the liepublloan party, which
bad beon'overthrowntln 1878. He was not here
to excuso the aotlon of any department ot the
Government whloh availed ltsolt ot discration
to defeat the will of tho people by executing
and perpetuating n policy whloh had been ro- -

the poople at the ballot box: but
e wished to suggest such additional legisla-

tion as would make It Impossible In the future
for tbe Troasury Department to administer the
financial affairs of tne Government in opposi-
tion to the will ot the majority ot the people.
Unfortunately for the people there was no law
that required the Secretary ot tbe Troasury to
pay the surplus money on the public debt, but
left a dlscrotlonary power In this regard with
that ofnoer. and. since experience had
shown that that discretion had been oxerclssd
to defeat the will of the people. It should be
withdrawn at once. Ho would make tho coin-
age of silver free, and he would pass a law com-
pelling tbe Treasury Department to pay thesurplus on the public debt.

Mr. Long I lien.. Mass.) argued In favor ot
suspension of silver coinage. He said that,
like any other laborer working for the Govern-
ment for his dally wages, he might ask why ho
should be paid In sliver while tbe bondholder
was paid In gold. But a moment's reflection
ebowedblm tbat it made no difforencotohlm
so long as his silver, by reason of the Govern-
ment's resoluto and honest poller, was just as
good as the bondholder's gold. But It the Gov-
ernment by paving the bondholder in silverthereby Impaired and discredited all Its
curroncy and Its orodlt and drove gold
to a premium, then It did makea damaging difference to him, for
the sliver in whloh be was paid beonme of lesspurchasing power. He had killed tbo goose
tbat laid tbol golden egg. He bad become tbsdog in the manger. In bis endeavor to bite off
tha bondholder'a ffnldan nnmi hn hail hlttan nfr
his own silver one. wbloh until then bad beenjust as good as tbe bondholder's. The simple
question was whether It was better to maintain
the standard ot the people's money or debase
It. Certainly the laboring man wan tod no de-
preciation In tbe purchasing powerof tbe wages
he earned. He cared not whether tlte bond-
holders wsre paid In gold or diamonds, but ho
wanted no trifling with his dollar.

Mr. Dargau (Dem.. S. 0.) mado a strong plea
for tbo establishment of a single gold stand-
ard, and advocated the suspension of coinage
under tbe Bland act. declaring tbat tha

debt-payi- dollar waa In reality a debt-scalin- g

dollar nothing but olgbty cents' worthot bullion with a falsehood stamped upon It.
Tbe difference between tbo advocate ot the
eighty-cen- t dollar and tho advocate of tbe flatgreenback was a dlfferencoot degree, and not
of principle. Why tbe friend of silver did not
advocate tin. which was as bright as silver, for
his dollar, thereby having more flat and less
valuo. was no doubt a great mystery to his
ally, the greenbackor. In conclusion he snld ;

Mr. Whiting (Hop., Mass.) advocated tbe
of silver colnags ; and Mr. Lore (Dem..

Del.) presented an argument In favor of asystem, and against tbe suspension of
tbe operation of tbe Bland law. The poople,
he said, had decided that silver ehould remain.

Mr. UalselKDem.. Ky.lsaid that tbe people
bad spoken In no uncertain voice against thesuspension of sliver colnnge, and the question
was whsthcr Congress, thsfr servant, should
heed their voice or legislate In tbe Interest of
those who were soeklng to enrioh themselvesat the expense of the worklngmen. Tbe effect
of the suspension of silver on our export trade
would be most disastrous, and tbe great
progress whloh tbe United States had made In
wealth and industry would be cheoked. Ho
was unwilling to legielato in the interest ofKurope to the detriment of his own country.
The stoppage of silver coinage meant a stagna-
tion of trade a paralysis of labor, and nn In-
fliction of all tbe evils which must arise from aderangement of the Industriss of tbe country.

Baked turtle Is often served In little china
turtles whose backB come off.

The asparagus plates have three deep sec-
tions for tbe vegetable, tha sauce, and tbe
stems, and tiny curved dlshos are shown to
plaoe noxt the plate for olive stones and the
bones ot tbe Ash. Thsy are deooratod with
line painted fish bones.

The fruit is served on great curled leaves and
Illy pads ot bronze and silver colored royal
Worcester.

Health OfSeer Smith Testlflre Berara lha
Chamber ar reanerai's Committer.

Jamoa L. Elwell, Henry F. Hitch, and Ous-ta- v

Sohwab, the committoe appointed by the
Chamber of Commeroe.held a session yesterday
to consider the advisability of having tho fees
ot the Health Officer abolished and the offloo to
be made a salaried one. Benator Orlswold.
wbo Introdueed a bill in the Senate to tbat
effeot, was present. His bill, which, was refer-
red to the Finance Committee, appropriates
$10,000 salsry for the Health Offlcor. 13,000 and

3.000 respectively for the first and second as-
sistants, and $6,000 for current oxponses.

Health Officer Smith appeared before the
coinmlttao. He said be bad bold tbe position
slnoe 1880. He usually had two. and sometimes
three, assistants, whom he paid himself. Ho
paid the first assistant S3.G0O and tbe second
12.400. His ofllce expenses were 117.000 a year.
He bad a night force of two boats and crows
always ready, and be paid the men hlmsotf.
His fees over all expenses brought him 127,000
or thereabouts annually. Ho did not believe
the ofllce as a salaried one would be successful,
for salaried ofllolals became caroless, and there
was no port in the world so liable to the crea-
tion of an epidemic as the port or New York.
